Status of smallpox in Wisconsin. 


MILWAUKEE, October 8, 1894.—Since my last communication, dated 
September 24, the following concerning smallpox in this State has been 
reported at this office: Two Rivers, Manitowoc County, 2 cases ; Liberty, 
Outagamie County, 1 case; Oneida Reservation (Indian), Outagamie 
County, 1 case ; Wauwatosa, Milwaukee County, 18 cases, 7 fatal ; Mil- 
waukee Township, Milwaukee County, 1 case; Milwaukee City, Mil- 
waukee County, 102 cases, 21 fatal ; Wausau, Marathon County, 1 case; 
number of cases on hand now in the city of Milwaukee, 115. There has 
been a slight decrease in the number reported during the past week. 
The new smallpox hospital is completed and ready for occupancy.— 
U. O. B. WINGATE, Secretary State Board of Health. 


Report on typhoid fever in the District of Columbia. 


This report, submitted by the Medical Society of the District of Colum- 
bia to the Committee on the District of Columbia of the United States 
House of Representatives on June 14, 1894, considers : 

1. The prevalence and mortality of typhoid fever in the District. 

2. The relations of the dissemination of the disease to the— 

(a) Public water supply. 
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(b) To the pollution of the soil with the leakage from privies, from 
defective sewers, and from the backing up of sewage from tidal move- 
ments. 

(ec) To the drinking of well or pump water. 

(d) To contaminated milk, and to other causes. 

3. The difference in mortality in different areas of the city, with a 
view to discover the causes of the disease. 

4. Conclusions based upon the foregoing data, as to what measures 
should be taken to diminish the spread of the disease. 

Under the head of the prevalence and mortality of typhoid fever in 
the District are statistical tables of deaths from typhoid fever in the 
District and comparative mortality tables of other cities: 

The following table gives the statistics of typhoid fever in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia from 1881-1893, the ratio of deaths from all eauses, 
and the total deaths, based upon the records of the health office of the 
District : 
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After reports of chemical and bacteriological examination of the water 
supply, both Potomac and well water, and after investigation and 
consideration of the pollution of the soil from sewers and privies, the 
danger of infection from contaminated milk, and after noting the differ- 
ence in mortality in the various portions of the city, the committee 
announce the following conclusions : 


It has been shown that in Washington there is a coincidence between a soil polluted 
. with the leakage of the excreta from typhoid fever patients, the drinking of infected 
well water, and an extensive distribution of typhoid fever; that where these first two 
conditions exist to the greatest degree typhoid fever is most prevalent. It remains to 
be seen whether the purification of the soil and the abolition of the water supply from 
pumps would lessen the disease. 

The belief that typhoid fever spreads by ‘‘soil contamination’? would be much 
strengthened if other cities with the same conditions have diminished the percentage 
of the disease by draining the soil and abandoning the use of well water. 

1. Typhoid fever increases in proportion to the saturation of the soil with decompos- 
ing organic matter, especially human excreta, and to the drinking of infected well water. 

2. Typhoid fever decreases in proportion as a city is well sewered and in propor- 
tion to the abandonment of the drinking of well water and of all contaminated water. 

The greatest diminution in typhoid fever has taken place in England and Germany, 
where expert engineers and liberal municipal governments have combined in the work of 
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sewering the principal cities. In the cities of Spain, Italy, Russia, and Mexico, where 
the sewerage systems are less complete, the diminution has not taken place. 

The measures to be recommended are : 

1. The immediate abandonment of all wells within the city limits, exception only to 
be made in case of the absence of the Potomac supply and where the wells, after re- 
peated chemical and bacteriological examinations, have been found to be free from all 
possible sources of danger. But even these to be abandoned as rapidly as possible. 

2. Purification of the sewerage system already existing, by replacing as rapidly as pos- 
sible all damaged or defective drains. 

3. The introduction of new sewers in advance of other improvements in parts of the 
city not now supplied with drainage and the extension of the system as far outside the 
city limits as the rapidly growing population demands, so as to prevent soil contamina- 
tion. 

4. The adoption of some system by which the lower sections of the city can be more 
completely drained and the risks arising from the backing up of tide water and sewage 
prevented. 

5. ‘The final and safe disposal of the sewage. 

6. To make all existing privies, vaults, and other receptacles of human excreta water- 
tight, and by rigid inspection and penalties to prevent the danger from leakage and 
overflow. 

7. The early completion of the plans recommended by Col. Elliot, in charge of the 
Washington aqueduct, and now in course of execution, which have in view the sedi- 
mentation of the Potomac water, and ultimately the completion of works for filtration, 
the only proper method of purification. 

8. The suppression of all privies and the enforcing of the law to make sewer connee- 
tions. 

9. Careful inspection of all dairies in the District from which our milk supply is 
drawn, and the enactment of a law by which no milk shall be sold in the District with- 
out a permit from the health office. The inspection should cover an examination at the 
dairies of all possible sources of infection, including the water supply. 

10. The urging upon the members of the profession of a careful collation of all facts 
bearing upon the mode of infection in each case, and the advantage of reporting such 
facts to the society, and the propagation of the doctrine that immediate disinfection of 
the stools is the first duty of the physician as guardian of the health of the community.

The cholera situation at Liege. 


LIEGE, October 3, 1894. 

Str: The following excerpt from a report read by the burgomaster 
before the commercial council last night fully confirms all that I have 
said heretofore in regard to the malignity of the cholera in this city. 
When it is remembered that Liege is the center or nucleus of a number 
of large manufacturing towns, all of which would be included in a single 
municipality in America, and that such suburbs are the favorite haunts 
of the Asiatic plague, the mayor’s statement will perhaps convey a fair 
idea of the situation here during the past summer: 

The number of cases reported to the police from the beginning of the epidemic to 
date is 532 and the number of deaths 2:4. At present the situation is satisfactory ; 
the disease is rapidly disappearing. The above figures should not be alarming, as when 
the death rate of 1894 is compared with that of 1593 it exceeds the latter by only 53. 
The cholera has, therefore, not made great ravages in Liege. Its contagious character 
led us to create a special service for rapid information and to make numerous bacterio- 
logical analyses and to exercise the strictest surveillance upon drinking water, etc. 


I regret my inability to share this hopeful view of the future, but.there 
is, in my judgment, nothing in the actual situation to justify it, and very 
much immediately at hand to discourage it. It is the custom here to 
hold a fair in the principal boulevard of the city through the months of 
October and November—a show of such a sort as can not fail to bring 
the whole population into juxtaposition, which, it seems to me, would 
alone be sufficient to fill the future with portent.

Smallpox in Liverpool. 


LIVERPOOL, September 29, 1894. 
Sik: I have to make the following report regarding the increase of 
smallpox in this city: The outbreak first occurred about the beginning 
of September, and up to Friday, the 21st instant, there were in all 34 
cases and 1 death. During the week ended September 28, there were 
16 more cases, but no deaths; making a total of 50 cases and 1 
death. * * * 
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The medical officer of Liverpool claims that the disease is not epidemic, 
and that there is not a single case of smallpox in the city at present, all 
the cases having been removed for isolation to hospital. 

lt will be noticed that up to the present time the disease is confined 
to a very small district of the city, and should there be any further 
development I shall immediately communicate the fact, by cable if 
necessary, and take all the necessary precautions under the quarantine 
laws and regulations. 

The locality from which the cases have been removed is in one of the 
most thickly populated and poor districts of the city.

RUSSIA. 
Cholera in Russia. 


St. PETERSBURG, September 25, 1894. 

Sir: The official report of cholera in the hospitals of this city for the 
twenty-four hours ending at noon Sunday, September 23, is: New cases, 
2; death. 1; remaining in hospital, 47. 

The reports from the provinees are also much more favorable, though 
in some parts of Poland the disease still rages, thus: Warsaw, ten 
days ending September 15, 88 deaths: Kialez, seven days ending 
September 8, 255 deaths; Petrokau, five days ending September 8, 183 
deaths ; Radom, seven days ending September 8, 107 deaths ; Grodno, 
seven days ending September 8, 80 deaths; Minsk, five days ending 
September 15, 44 deaths; Podolia, five days ending September 15, 
166 deaths ; Bessarabia, five days ending September 15, 113 deaths. 

In these localities, generally, the number of deaths is somewhat over 
one-half the number of new cases.

TURKEY. 
Cholera in Turkey. 
(Report No. 103.) 


CONSTANTINOPLE, September 20, 1894. 

Cholera has made its appearance at Moosh, in the vilayet of Vau. 
The first victims have been the soldiers. It is an undeniable fact that 
cholera has been nearly always spread by the movements of troops. The 
epidemic of cholera this year is rather light, and though it spreads 
nearly everywhere in Asia Minor its victims have not amounted to a 
large number. According to the official statements the number of 
cholera cases and deaths in the vilayets of Sivas, Angora, and Kastamuni 
since the outbreak of the epidemic in these vilayets up to the present is 
2,396 and 2,580 respectively. The number in the vilayet of Adrianople 
is 194 cases and 202 deaths. I can not yet state the number of deaths in 
the vilayet of Ezeroum nor in those of Kouia, Adana, Mahmurat el Aziz, 
and Damas. In the capitai seismic movements (light earthquakes) con- 
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tinue to be felt. Public health is good. By order of the authorities the 
houses in which cholera broke out last year have been again disinfected 
this year. It is to be stated that the authorities have not been aware of 
all the houses in which cholera made its appearance, but those only in 
which cholera deaths occurred. Many homes thus which ought to be 
disinfected are not. 

The guestion agitated by the English Government two years ago, and 
on which I laid stress in my report No. 39, the 8th of February, 1892, 
has been finally settled in the last sitting of the Sanitary Commission. 
At Chanak-Kale, in the Strait of Dardenelles, there will be two steam 
launches which will carry the sanitary officer in order to give pratique 
to the steamships passing through the Dardanelles. There is 2 trial to 
be made of this service in order to see if it will prove convenient and 
will facilitate the steamships. An undertaker, a Maltese, will perform 
the service.

CONSTANTINOPLE, September 27, 1894. 

Cholera is dying out. According to the last news, 1 cholera case has 
occurred at Seristal, in the vilayet of Kouia, on the 16th instant. On 
the following day, at the same place, a cholera death was announced. 
‘In the vilayet of Ezeroum, at Erzinginan, from the 19th to the 22d 
instant, there occurred 11 cholera cases and 6 cholera deaths, of which 
2 cases and 2 deaths occurred among the soldiers, and 9 cholera cases 
and 4 cholera deaths among the population. In the vilayet of Angora 
cholera has nearly disappeared. There is also the village of Bey Bazar 
in which a few cholera cases have occurred. In consequence of this 
nearly total disappearance of the disease, all the sanitary cordons to 
which passengers were submitted within the boundaries of the vilayet 
have been already abolished, and travelers will undergo twenty-four 
hours’ detention and disinfection at Tuzla, a railway station on the sea- 
shore. 

In the vilayet of Broussa cholera is also abating, although it continues 
to spread very slowly to small villages. One of these villages is Chitly, 
where there is a spring of mineral alkaline water. 

At Chorlee, in the vilayet of Adrianople, 5 men among the work- 
men of the railroad fell ill, with symptoms of cholera. Of these 5 men 
2 died, and their death has been attributed to cholera. Directly after 
these deaths the village of Chorlee, whose population amounts to 10,- 
000, was surrounded by a sanitary cordon in order to prevent its inhabi- 
tants from spreading the disease. Several physicians have beeu for- 
warded to Chorlee in order to examine the cases. Dr. Chantemesse, of 
Paris, was also among these physicians. He came to Constantinople 
with other members of the Eighth Congress of Hygiene, held at Buda- 
pest. These physicians declared, after inquiry and microscopic exam- 
ination of the dejecta, that these 2 men did not die in consequence of 
cholera, but in consequence of gastro-enteritis. The villagers always 
used to drink pure well water, but this year, on account of the drought, 
they were obliged to drink the water of a ravine stream, which water is 
far from being pure and clean. A|l the filthiness of the villageof Chorlee 
is thrown in that stream. 

The first cholera cases occurred on the 15th and the last on the 20th 
instant. The sanitary measures taken against Chorlee has not yet been 
discontinued in spite of the declaration of the physicians. Cholera news 
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from the other vilayets is good—no fresh cases. In the vilayet of 
Assejr, in Yemen, in the district of Benisheir, bubonic plague broke 
out. Within ten days 12 cases of plague occurred in the village of 
Bezoa, which cases proved fatal. At Smyrna there exists an epidemic 
of whooping cough. In Constantinuple there is an epidemic of small- 
pox and many cases of whooping cough.

VENEZUELA. 


Yellow fever and la grippe in Maracaibo. 


MARACAIBO, September 25, 1894. 

Str: In my weekly sanitary reports, I have mentioned that a mild 
type of la grippe was very prevalent in the city, but until the past few 
days, no serious diseases had appeared. I regret to state that at present 
there are 4 cases of yellow fever in Maracaibo, although as yet there 
are no grounds to believe that it will become epidemic. 

It was indeed to be expected that with the dock works now in progress, 
the sanitary conditions of the city should be changed for the worse, as 
in order to fill in many thousands of eubic feet of made land it was nec- 
essary, to obtain material, to make excavations and stir up soil which 
had never been disturbed since the foundation of the city. As happens 
in allsimilar cases, and especially in the tropics, the miasma from these 
excavations was not slow to produce the usual effect, and the 4 cases of 
yellow fever are directly owing, no doubt, to this circumstance. A great 
increase in the cases of la grippe is also noticed. 

It is hoped that no very serious results may ensue, but I shall at all 
events keep the Department of State fully informed.

STATISTICAL REPORTS. 


CuBA—Havana.—Under date of October 6, 1894,the U. 8S. sanitary 
inspector reports as follows : 


There were 561 deaths in this city during the month of September, 
1894. Sixty-eight of those deaths were caused by yellow fever, 11 by 
enteric fever, 21 by so-called pernicious fever, 17 by paludal fever, 2 by 
diphtheria, 1 by measles, 14 by smallpox, 1 by glanders, 18 by entero- 
colitis, 17 by dysentery, 3 by cholera infautum, and 16 by pneumonia. 
During the week ending October 4, 1894, there were 125 deaths in the 
city, of which 11 were caused by yellow fever, with 28 new cases approxi- 
mately ; 2 died of enteric fever, 4 of so called pernicious fever, 1 of palu- 
dal fever, 6 of smallpox, 8 of entero-colitis, 4 of dysentery, 1 of cholera 
infantum, and 2 of pneumonia. Threeof the 11 deaths from yellow fever 
occurred in the military hospital. The remaining 8 were scattered over 
the city. 

There were 115 deaths in this city during the week ending October 
11, 1894. Nine of those deaths were caused by yellow fever, with ap- 
proximately 23 new cases, 1 was caused by enteric fever, 3 by so-called 
pernicious fever, 4 by smallpox, 4 by entero colitis, 1 by dysentery, 1 
by cholera infantum, and 3 by pneumonia. Four of the deaths from 
yellow fever during the week occurred in the military hospital. 
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Nuevitas.—Month of September, 1894. Population, 4,097. Total 
deaths, 6; no deaths from contagious diseases. _ 

FRANCE—Marseilles.—Month of August, 1894. Population, 406,919. 
Total deaths, 1,163, including cholera, 32; smallpox, 21; enteric fever, 
39; diphtheria, 20; measles, 11; and whooping cough, 3. 

GREAT BRITAIN—England and Wales.—The deaths registered in 33 
great towns of England and Wales during the week ended September 
29 corresponded to an annual rate of 16°1 a thousand of the aggregate 
population, which is estimated at 10,458,442. The lowest rate was re- 
corded in Leicester, viz, 8°0, and the highest in Liverpool, viz, 22-8 a 
thousand. 

London.—One thousand two hundred and seventy-seven deaths were 
registered during the week, including smallpox, 1; measles, 7; scarlet 
fever, 18; diphtheria, 67; whooping cough, 15; enteric fever, 13; and 
diarrhea and dysentery, 35. The deaths from all causes corresponded 
to an annual rate of 14°7 a thousand. In greater London 1,573 deaths 
were registered, corresponding to an annual rate of 13°8 a thousand of 
the population. In the ‘‘outer ring’’ the deaths included 12 from diph- 
theria and 6 from whooping cough. 

Ireland.—The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended September 29 in the 16 principal town 
districts of Ireland was 20°8 a thousand of the population. The lowest 
rate was recorded in Armagh, viz, 7°0, and the highest in Lisburn, viz, 
29°8 a thousand. In Dublin and suburbs 144 deaths were registered, 
including smallpox, 2; enteric fever, 4; and whooping cough, 2. 

Scotland.—The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the week 
ended September 29 corresponded to an annual rate of 15°1 a thousand 
of the population, which is estimated at 1,447,500. The lowest mortality 
was recorded in Aberdeen, viz, 10°7, and the highest in Glasgow, viz, 17°9 
athousand. The aggregate number of deaths registered from all causes 
was 432, including measles, 3; scarlet fever, 7; diphtheria, 16; and 
whooping cough, 14. 

MALTA AND Gozo.—Two weeks ended August 31, 1894. Estimated 
population, 168,736. Total deaths, 168, including 2 from enteric fever. 

TURKEY—Constantinople.—Month of August, 1894. Population, 700, - 
000. Total deaths, 871, including 12 from smallpox.
